cept by tearing down fences and going 
through a wlieatfield guarded by an 
angry farmer with a dangerous looking 
gun. The objective point was tho oppo- 
site hidu of the field.

"Dihbuud, boys, an meet mo tomorrer 
nioruin on the totlier side of tho field 
whar we aimed to git this evening."'—
